Hi Jasmine, 

Technically, yes, they are required to obtain permits from the 
Board/Dept, of Public Works via the Bureau of Engineering in 
accordance with LAMC 62.105. Permits for Westwood village 
are typically issued by the Bureau of Engineering's West LA 
District Office. 

A construction (A-Permit) is required at a minimum to ensure 
the recycling bins are properly placed/located within the 
sidewalk environment (i.e. don't obstruct visibility sight-lines 
or pedestrian access), as well as to ensure such bins are 
properly secured to the sidewalk pavement (primarily to 
ensure they don't move around or fall and injure someone). 
Typically, an additional Revocable Permit is also required on 
top of a construction permit to allow the BID to encroach upon 
the Public R/W as well as to record who is responsible for the 
on-going maintenance and liability issues associated with the 
trash bin. 

There might be an administrative way to allow the BID to 
replace existing trash receptacles with new recycling bins but 
I'm not sure how that might work. A lot of that is going to 
depend upon what's being removed and what's replacing 
it....the more similar the elements are, the more easier it 
should be in theory to allow the bin replacement to occur 
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without a permit as a "maintenance action". Challenges will 
arise if a lawsuit related to the recycling bins somehow comes 
up (no one in California sues over anything, right?) and the 
bins and/or their designated locations reflected on the existing 
permit look different from what was found on the street. I'm 
looping in Mike Patonai of BOE's West LA District Office to see 
if he has any suggestions since his office would be responsible 
for issuing Public Works construction and/or Revocable permits 
for Westwood Village.
